T he arrest was made quietly , the 


prisoner offering no resistance after 


having been told what he was wanted 


for. 
Accompanied by 
the 
detective. 
Negel went 
to his home on

stree t and had supper, later preparing 
for 
his trip to Cleveland. 
Both de­ 
parted on the 
early train Tuesday 
raoiTiing. 
Various reports have been in circu 
lation before and since 
the arrest of 
Nagel as to the nature ot the charge 
against him. and in order to learn thq 
facts a News R eporter went to Cleve­ 
land this m orning and hunted up all 
details. 
The prisoner was not in jail, 
but in charge of a constable. 
The charge against .Nagel was filtnl 
by Jessie McCrack en, a voimg woman 
•who was formerly well k nown here, 
but who went to Cleveland last Sep­ 
tem ber. where, it is alleged, she be­ 
cam e an inm ate of a disorderly house. 
W illiam Brown, a justice of the peace, 
has the case and It is being prosecuted 
by a prom inent lawy er. 
In the affidavit filed by the woman 
she alleges 
tha t 
during the 
month 
of last Decemlibr she gave birth to a 
child, of which, she claims. Nagel is 
the father. 
T he infant, the 
woman 
claims, died 
when 
only two week s 
old. 
Concerning the child Nagel claims 
he never k new any thing at all until 
a month ago when he received a let­ 
te r from the woman dem anding 
$35. 
H e paid no attention to the letter and 
k new nothing more 
about the case 
until arrested. 
He stoutly denies his accuser’s alle­ 
gations and claims 
an attem pt is be­ 
ing m ade to black mail him. 
The law­ 
y er prosecuting the case is said to 
have figured in num erous 
ones 
in 
which extortion was the object. 
He 
promised Nagel this morning that the 
charge would be withdrawn if 
$500

As a strenuous mid picturesque In 
door pastime water polo certainly leads 
the procession. 
Although the game is 
frequently played during the summer 
in stretches of open water, the heyday 
of the sport rome* with cold weather, 
when the tanks in the various large 
athletic clubs throughout the country 
become centers of attraction for m ulti­ 
tudes of sportsmen. 
Of course every town mid city bus 
not advantages permitting tile playing 
of water polo, for ii swimming tank is 
a very expensive article. 
Hut notw ith­ 
standing this drawback the game is 
nourishing, and tile number of its dev­ 
otees is Increasing every year. 
Tile game of w ater polo lias perhaps 
done more during recent years to |*op- 
ll la rise and to cause un Interest to be 
taken in swimming than any other 
branch of uquutic sport. It Is essential­ 
ly a game for swimmers and one that 
affords anijde opportunity for the ex 
liibitloii of skill and the development 
of staying power. 
Its practice tends to 
Improve the sjH*ed of all those who p ar­ 
ticipate in (be pastime, as wall as to 
inculcate In the minds of its followers 
good ideas as to tile best methods of 
obtaining command over themselves iii 
the water. In long distance swims only 
one style of swimming Is, us a rule, 
adopted, but in w ater polo the rapid 
changes of position which are neces­ 
sary compel players to constantly alter 
•their style. This is in itself a beneficial 
phase of the game mid one which 
teaches a swltnmer how complete may 
become Ids power. 
It was not for that reason, as may 
be easily imagined, that the game was 
first promoted, but merely for the pur­ 
pose of providing something new and 
attractive in aquatic sports, and with 
this view on May 12, 1870, a committee 
was appointed by tile London Swim­ 
ming association to draw uj> a code of 
rules for the management of the game 
of “football In the water." 
1‘rior to 
1870 various attem pts were made by 
Individual swimmers to arrange some 
kind of ball game in the water, and at 
many entertainments arui swimming 
matches what was termed “w ater hand­ 
ball” was played, the sides usually con­ 
sisting of not more than three players.

was 
introduced 
in 
America in 1890; but, there being no 
suitable outdoor baths, the rules were 
modified and altered to suit the tanks 
of athletic clubs and other swimming 
associations.

No Change Probable in the Congres­ 
sional Districts of the State— Local 
Option— Breezy 
Legislative 
Re­ 
view. 


Columbus. ()., Feb. 20.—fSpM iu!.! — 
Those advocates oí the redlstriclinii of 
the state who rnalutaiu that so.ue 
change ought to be made in at liast 
two of the present congrc’t;HÍoiial dla- 
trlcts—the Third and the Twelfth 
re­ 
fuse to be frightened at the determined 
efforts of the opponenLs of any cluinge. 
They m aintain that after a larefiil 
Study of the situation and a jireseiita- 
tlon of arguments those who are now 
protesting the most lourlly against a 
change will see the reaíibnabh'neKS of 
the demands and grant them. 
So far 
as the senate Is concerned, tln re is no 
longer doubt as to its present attitude, 
tne Patterson bill, which leaves the dis­ 
tricts as they are, having already b;< n 
Indorsed.

They maintain that after a careful 
study of the situation and a presenta­ 
tion of arguments those who are now 
protesting the most loudly against a 
change will see the reasonableness of 
the demands and grant them. So far 
ss the senate Is concerned, there is no 
longer doubt as to its present attitude. 
toe Patterson bill, which loaves the dis­ 
tricts as they are, having already bren 
indorsed. It is to the house, therefore, 
the friends of redistricting must turn 
if anything is to be done. The iii IA will 
come up there probably within the next 
ten days or two weeks. At the outset 
the solid support of the Democrats, or 
42 votes, can be counted upon. In ad­ 
dition to these but 14 more need to be 
obtained to put the measure—the Pat­ 
terson 
anti-red intruding 
measure— 
through. 
To the Democrats can be 
added the votes of ill those Repub­ 
licans who are .mown as administra­ 
tion men. Others will be guided by the 
wishes of the congressmen in the dis­ 
trict from which they come. 
These 
congressmen,

Democratic, are opposed th any change. 
The Daugherty aud Foraker men are 
those who are asking for a change. The 
Daugherty people wish the Twelfth, 
the Columbus district, switched around 
In order that Cyrus Hilling, one of 
their most earnest supporters, may 
gratify a desire to go to congress 
When he runs they want UIb election 
to be a matter beyond doubt. The Kor- 
aker people wish the Third, the Dayton 
district, changed lu order that Con­ 
gressman Nevins, who is now in, may 
be re-elected without trouble. Count­ 
ing the combined strength of these two 
factions, as shown by tho vote for 
speaker, It would give a total of 62, 
or six more than enough to defeat the 
Patterson bill. 
But the 62 cannot be 
obtained because of the congressional 
pressure which is being brought to 
bear. There seems no process of cal­ 
culation by which even 66, the neces­ 
sary majority, can be figured out. 
If, 
however, the 56 are obtained add the 
Patterson bill defeated, the situation 
would be chaotic aud the general as­ 
sembly would he divided against itself 
with the senate against redistricting 
and the house in its favor.

This writ« ", as everyts)dy kno ws, was Washingto n Irving, and a.sso ciated 
with him aa the o ther chief co ntributo r wa.s James K. Paulding, a co usin o f 
Majo r ^\jjdre's capto r. It will he fo llo wing the o rder o f develo pment to speak 
o f Paulding first, fo r he represents the American id« *a o f literary lndei>en« lence 
as so o n as he is writing by himself after The Salmagundi partnership with 
Irving. Experiences during the Revo lutio nary war had ma« Je him a hater o f 
everything English, and when the war o f 1812 was d« *clar« *<l he publish« *d 
‘T h e Diverting Histo ry o f Jo hn Bull and Bro ther Jo nathan,” in which, ho w­ 
ever, the style is mo re Briti.sh than American in his fo llo wing o f Swift, an 
Irishman in his eyes. His ¡» amphlet o n "The United Etates and England” and 
"A Sketch o f Old E ngxnd” and "Jo hn Bull In America.” with panxiies o n 
Sco tt’s po ems and no véis, betray the same angk)pho bia. He was l>etter in his 
•‘Dutchman’s Fireside.” a sto ry o f the o ld Fieuch war, which passed thro ugh 
six editio ns in a year and wás republished in England. France and Ho lland.

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IV.— At the Iteginnta" of Hic

century milestone wore sought

have boon foul al than that of 
John Quincy Adams. 
He wa* 
at least a notable representative of 
tho thinkers aud writers then abound­ 
ing. Politics were running high and 
strong. Letters themselves were full 
of polities, schemes and partisanship. 
Yet the outlook of the nation was growing broader and more cosmopolitan. 
W ith all this the son of the second president was in sympathy. His training 
for it had begun as a boy of ll. when he aceom pa ivied his father, who had been 
sent on a diplomatic trip to France. His schooling followed in European 
courts and cities atnot^ embassadors and statesmen. As a consequence he 
received a singular preparation for college, but one which pin ceti him in the 
junior class when he entered Harvard. After graduation came the study of 
mw and then the customary waiting for clients. It was at this period that hit 
literary proclivities began to appear, and. of course, in polemics, as became the 
heir of a Puritan iin:\ Thomas Paine’s “Rights of Man" inspired young 
Adams to write an anonymous refutation which was by some attributed to his 
father. The question of neutrality next enlisted bls ready pen, with other 
topics which were then of absorbing interest. These started him in a diplo­ 
matic career in Holland, Prussia. Russia and England. 
The first year of the new century was that of tin* publication of his “Tour 
Through Silesia.” one of his incidental journeys during the residence in Eu­ 
rope. It was typical of the American abroad and the forerunner of numerous 
hooks of travel when more Americans began to go into all lands and to pub­ 
lish their Impressions, grave and otherwise. It was also Indicative of the 
wider view of men and affairs which provincialism was hound to take when 
rubbing elbows with the nations and an antidote to separatism, isolation and 
undue conceit. In form this record of travel Into an out of the way region was 
a series of letters to the writer's brother in Philadelphia, written with the 
freedom and unreserve of family correspondence. But an enterprising editor 
of The Portfolio saw that they would prove interesting reading and printed 
them w ith the consent of tin* recipient, who was doubtless proud to honor 
their author without his knowledge or consent. The occurrence is a comment 
on the freedom of literary manners of the time, particularly as these letters 
were carried to London aud reprinted in a volume three years later, where 
the author first saw’ them in print. Afterward they were published in German 
and French translations, revealing sundry references to persons and conversa­ 
tions that were intended for the eye of a single individual in America. 
The age of the Adamses was the golden age of such productions, and the 
family itself was as distinguished in this minor departm ent of letters as in 
others. The correspondence of John Adams and his accomplished wife is an 
example of w hat may be attained in this Informal lite!hod of communication 
and interchange of ideas. Iu these days the old style may not seem altogether 
Informal; neither would the manners of the time. 
Besides, it is possible th at 
in the necessity of writing long letters and at long intervals the writers were 
not unmindful of w hat had hitherto been done in this direction. 
John Quincy Adams’ recognition as a man of letters rests on proficiency in 
no single department, harv ard college admitted this in appointing him to tile 
chair of rhetoric and belles lettres in 1800, where for three years he delivered 
lectures which were afterw ard printed and for a time had great repute. This 
was in the line of the oratorical composition which served him in his career 
as a statesm an in the legislative assemblies to which he was chosen at a later 
day and as a fram er of state papers. His collected works, apart from ins 
diary and correspondence, are those of a publicist rather than of a man w ho 
has made literature the pursuit of a lifetime. In this he may be here con­ 
trasted with two of his contemporaries. 
On the 24th of January, 1S07. the first number of a paper called Salma­ 
gundi appeared in the shop of I). Longworth, publisher, in the cit;, of New 
York. Tile first of the four articles which it contained announced that the 
intention of the editors was “to instruct the young, reform the old, correct the 
tow n and castigate the age. This is an arduous task, and therefore we under­ 
take it with confidence. Like all true aud able editors, we consider ourselves 
infallible, and therefore w’ith the customary diffidence of our brethren of the 
quill we shall take the liberty of interfering in all m atters either of a public 
or private nature.” The town was fairly warned w hat to expect, and they 
were not disappointed in their expectations. Launcelot La agst a Af, William 
Wizard and Anthony Evergreen were equal to every occasion. .Manners, fash­ 
ions. the theater, social assemblies, concerts, travelers, young men and 
maidens, train bands, politics and the weather came in for a share of running 
comment and criticism. Even well known citizens imagined, with more or 
less reason, that they were sometimes held up before tile public in names 
painfully transparent. A large portion of the next issue would then bt* devoted 
to denials and assurances as bad as the original exhibition. The dinners of the 
Giblet family, the virtues of Miss Wearwell and the eccentricities of Miss 
Dasha way, the singing of Deray Semiquaver, the federalism of Uncle John, 
the resources of the Cockloft family, the career of Straddle, tile diversions of 
Gotham, its foibles or its follies, are prolific themes for the occupant of the 
“Elbow Chair,” prototype of the “Easy Chair” of a worthy successor. “Lolling 
in my elbow chair this tine summer morn, I feel myself insensibly yielding to 
that feeling of indolence the season is so well fitted to inspire. Surely never 
was a town more subject to midsummer fancies or dog day w’ii im wha ms than 
this most excellent of cities. No sooner does a new’ disorder or a new freak 
seize one individual but it is sure to run through the whole community. East 
summer it was the poplar worm. This summer everybody has had full em­ 
ployment in planning fortifications for our harbor. Polities is a kind of mental 
food soon digested. It is thrown up again the moment it is swallowed. Let 
but one of these quidnuncs take in an idea through eye or ear. and it imme­ 
diately issues out at his mouth. He begins to talk; he is like one charged with 
electricity. Present hut a knuckle and he begins to talk. To rise in this coun­ 
try a man m ust first descend. The aspiring politician may be compared to 
th a t indefatigable insect called the tumbler, which buries itself in tilth aud 
works in the dirt until it forms a little ball, which it rolls laboriously along, 
sometimes head, sometimes tail, foremost.” 
It is when the fashionable nonsense of the town comes under the point of 
XengstafTs pen that most amusement is afforded, aud also the information 
that society a century ago was not unlike itself today. “It is highly amusing 
to observe the gradation of a family aspiring to style. 
While beating up 
against the wind and tide they keep bowing and bowing, as MeSycophant 
says, and absolutely overwhelm you with their friendship and loving kind­ 
ness. But, having once gained the envied prominence, never wrere beings iii 
the world more changed, assuming the most intolerable caprices,” etc. 
No reader of Addison’s Spectator, then IOO years old, could fail to see that 
these papers were after the manner of th at delectable classic. It was a day 
when the question of imitation was not so vital as of fidelity in the copy. 
Independence of Great Britain politically had not been successfully followed 
by attem pts at literary independence. Some clamored for this, hut their strug­ 
gles for it did not meet their aspirations. The m aterial to work upon was 
here in abundance in a new country, hut methods and style are matters of 
growth and Inheritance rather than of discovery. Consequently the authors 
of this early venture in the field of light literature showed their good sense in 
following the best model that could be found in the line of their undertaking 
Considering, too, th at they were young men and young Americans they dis­ 
played more wisdom than lf they had yielded to a demand for a purely na­ 
tional literature, which was already beginning to be made. As it was, there 
was sufficient originality in design and execution to free the enterprise from 
the charge of being a servile copy. It was simply the sim ilarity of subject and 
manner of treatm ent, to which m ust be added, in the case of the principal 
writer, a nature not unlike Addison’s. 
This writer, as everybody knows, was W ashington Irving, and associated 
with him as the other chief contributor was Jam es Iv. Paulding, a cousin of 
Major Andre's captor. It will be following the order of development to speak 
of Paulding first, for he represents the American idea of literary independence 
as soon as he is writing by himself after The Salmagundi partnership with 
Irving. Experiences during the Revolutionary w ar had made him a hater of 
everything English, and when the war of 1812 was declared he p u b lished 
‘T h e Diverting History of John Buil and Brother Jonathan/' in which, how­ 
ever. the style is more British than American in his following of Swift, an 
Irishm an in his eyes. His pamphlet on “The United States and England” and 
“A Sketch of Old England” and “John Bull In America,” with parodies on 
Scott’s poems and novels, betray the same anglophobia. He was better in hit 
“Dutchman’s Fireside,” a story of the old Stanch war, which passed through 
six editions in a year and w is republished in England, France and Holland. 
• Interspersed with the titUp already mentioned were novels, poems and 
sketches, stories, comedies, /more Salmagundi and a life of W ashington, for

Yet the outlook of the nation was growing broader and more eosmopolitau. 
With all this the son of tho second president was in sympathy. His training 
for it had begun as a l>oy of ll. when ho accompanied Ids father, who bad been 
sent on a diplomatic trip to France. 
His schooling followed iii European 
courts and cities amoim embassadors 
and statesmen. As a ions#eo.lienee he 
received a singular preparation 
for college, but one which placed him in the 
junior class when ho entered Harvard. After graduation came the study of 
mw and then the customary waiting for clients. It was at this period that his 
literary proclivities hogan to appear, and. of course* in polemics, as became the 
heir of a Puritan !in:\ Thomas Paine's “ Hights of Man” inspired young 
Adams to write an anonymous refutation which was by some attributed to ids 
father. The question of neutrality next enlisted his ready pen. with other 
topics which were then of absorbing interest. These started him in a diplo­ 
matic career In Holland, Prussia. Russia and England. 
The first year of the new century w as th at of the publication of Ids ‘‘Tour 
Through Silesia." one of bis incidental journeys during the residence in Eu­ 
rope. 
It was typical of tie* American abroad and the forerunner of numerous 
books of travel when more Americans began to go into all lands and to pub­ 
lish their impressions, grave and otherwise. It was also Indicative of the 
wider view of men and affairs which provincialism was bound to take when 
rubbing elbows with the nations and an antidote to separatism, isolation and 
undue conceit. In form this record of travel Into an out of the way region was 
a series of letters to the writer’s brother Iii Philadelphia, written with the 
freedom and unreserve of family correspondence. But an enterprising editor 
of The Portfolio saw that they would prove interesting reading and printed 
them w ith the consent of the recipient, who was doubtless proud to honor 
their author without his knowledge or consent. The occurrence is a comment 
on the freedom of literary manners of the time, particularly as these letters 
were carried to London and reprinted in a volume three years later, where 
the author first saw them iii print. A fterw ard they were published in Herman 
and French translations, revealing sundry references to persons and conversa­ 
tions th a t were intended for the eye of a single individual in America. 
The age of the Adamses was the golden age of such productions, and tho 
family itself w as as distinguished in this minor department of letters as in 
others. 
The correspondence of John Adams and his accomplished wife is an 
example of w hat may be attained iii this informal Utethod of communication 
and interchange of Ideas. In these days the old style may not seem altogether 
Informal; neither would the maimers of the time. 
Besides, it is possible that 
in the necessity of writing long letters and ut long intervals the writers were 
not unmindful of w hat had hitherto been done in tills direction. 
John Quincy Adams’ recognition as a man of letters rests on proficiency in 
no single departm ent, h a rv a rd college adm itted this iii appointing him to the 
chair of rhetoric and belles lettres in lSOfi, where for three years in* delivered 
lectures which w ere afterw ard printed and for a time had great repute, ’l ids 
was in the line of the oratorical composition which served him in his career 
as a statesm an in the legislative assemblies to which he was chosen ut a later 
day and as a fram er of state papers. His collected works, apart from bis 
diary and correspondence, are those of a publicist rather than of a man who 
has made literature the pursuit of a lifetime. In this he may be here con­ 
trasted w ith tw o of his contemporaries. 
On the 24th of January, 18U7. the first number of a paper called Salm a­ 
gundi appeared in the shop of I). Longwortli, publisher, iii the cit} of New 
York. Tile first of the four articles which it contained announced that Hie 
Intention of the editors was "to instruct the young, reform tin* old. correct tin* 
tow n and castigate the age. This is an arduous task, and therefore we under­ 
take it with confidence. Like all true aud able editors, we consider ourselves 
infallible, and therefore with the custom ary diffidence of our brethren of tho* 
quill we shall take the liberty of interfering iii all matters either of a public 
or private nature.” The town was fairly warned w hat to expect, and they 
were not disappointed in their expectations. 
Launcelot La agst.aff. William 
Wizard and Anthony Evergreen were equal to every occasion. Manners, fash­ 
ions, the theater, social assemblies, concerts, travelers, young men and 
maidens, train bands, politics and the w eather came in for ii share of running 
comment and criticism. Even well known citizens imagined, with more or 
less reason, that they were sometimes held up before the public in names 
painfully transparent. A large portion of the next issue would then be devoted 
to denials and assurances as bad as the original exhibition. The dinners of the 
Giblet family, the virtues of Miss W earwell and the eccentricities of Miss 
Dashaway, the singing of Deray Semiquaver, the federalism of Uncle John, 
the resources of the Cockloft family, the career of Straddle, the diversions of 
Gotham, its foibles or its follies, are prolific themes for the occupant of the 
“Elbow ( ’hair,” prototype of the “Easy C hair” of a worthy successor. "Lolling 
iii my elbow chair thin tine summer morn, I feel myself insensibly yielding to 
that feeling of indolence the season is so well fitted to Inspire. Surely never 
was a town more subject to midsummer fancies or dog day w him w ham s than 
this most excellent of cities. No sooner does a new disorder or a new freak 
seize one individual but it is sure to run through the whole community. Last 
summer it w as the poplar worm. This sum m er everybody has had full em ­ 
ployment In planning fortifications for our harbor. Polities Is a kind of mental 
food soon digested. It is thrown up again the moment it is swallowed. Let 
but one of these quidnuncs take in an idea through eye or ear. and it imme­ 
diately Issues out at his mouth. He begins to talk; he is like one charged with 
electricity. Present but a knuckle and he begins to talk. To rise in this coun­ 
try a man m ust first descend. The aspiring politician may be compared to 
th a t indefatigable insect called the tumbler, which buries itself iii tilt ii and 
works in the dirt until it forms a little ball, which it rolls laboriously along, 
sometimes head, sometimes tail, foremost.” 
It is when the fashionable nonsense of the town comes under the point of 
la n g stafT s pen th a t most am usem ent is afforded, arid also th e information 
th a t society a century ago was not iraJike itself today. ‘‘It is highly am using 
to observe the gradation of a family aspiring to style. 
While beating up 
against the wind and tide they keep bowing and bowing, as MeSycophant 
says, and absolutely overwhelm you with their friendship and loving kind­ 
ness. But, having once gained the envied prominence, never were beings iii 
the world more changed, assuming tho most intolerable caprices,” etc. 
No reader of Addison’s Spectator, then KIO years old, could fail to see that 
these papers were after the manner of th a t delectable classic. It was a day 
when the question of imitation w as not so vital as of fidelity in the copy. 
Independence of Great Britain politically had not been successfully followed 
by attem pts at literary independence. Some clamored for this, but their strug­ 
gles for it did not meet their aspirations. The material to work upon was 
here in abundance in a new country, but methods aud style are m atters of 
growth and inheritance rather than of discovery. Consequently the authors 
of this early ventnre in the field of light literature showed their good sense in 
following th e best model that could be found in the line of their undertaking 
Considering, too, th a t they were young men and young Americans they dis­ 
played more wisdom than if they had yielded to a demand for a purely na­ 
tional literature, which was already beginning to be made. As it was, there 
was sufficient originality in design and execution to free the enterprise from 
the charge of being a servile copy. It was simply the similarity of subject and 
m anner of treatm ent, to which m ast be added, in the case of the principal 
writer, a nature not unlike Addison’s. 
This writer, as everybody knows, was Washington Irving, and associated 
with him as the other chief contributor w as Jam es Iv. Baubling, a cousin of 
Major Andre's captor. It will be following the order of development to speak 
of Paulding first, for be represents the American idea of literary independence 
as soon as he is writing by himself after The Salmagundi partnership with 
Irving- 
Experiences during the Revolutionary w ar had made him a hater of 
everything English, and when the w ar of 1812 was declared he published 
“T he Diverting History of John Bull and Brother Jonathan,” in which, how­ 
ever, the style is more British than American in his following of Swift, an 
Irishm an in his eyes. His pamphlet on “The United states and England” and 
“A Sketch of Old England” and “John Bull In America.” with parodies on 
Scott’s poems and novels, betray the sam e anglophobia. H e was better in his 
“D utchm an’s Fireside,” a story of the old French war, which passed through 
six editions in a year and wAs republished in England. France and Holland. 
Interspersed with the tit ! * already mentioned were novels, poems and 
■ketches,, stories, comedies, /more Salm agundi and a life of W ashington, for

boyg reached the streets with

papers Monday evening until the de 
tective got hold of a copy, having pre 
viouslv been led to suspect that 
story concerning* his 
mission 
here 
was to appear. 
Fearing that the man 
he wanted might 
be 
given a tip to 
leave, the Pinkerton man went forth 
with 
to the Buckeye pottery, wher* 
Nagel was employed, and took him in 
charge. 
The arrest was made quietly, tho 
prisoner offering no resistance after 
having been told what he was wanted 
for. 
Accompanied by 
the detective 
Negel went 
to his home on 
Sixth 
street and had supper, later preparing 
for 
his trip to Cleveland. 
Both de 
parted on the 
early train Tuesday 
morning. 
Various reports have been in circa 
lation before and since 
the arrest of 
Nagel as to the nature of the charge 
against him. and in order to learn tho 
facts a News Reporter went to Cleve 
land this morning and hunted up all 
details. 
The prisoner was not in jail, 
but in charge of a constable. 
The charge against Nagel was flied 
by J e s s ie McCracken, a young woman 
who was formerly well known here, 
but who went to Cleveland last Sep­ 
tember. where, it is alleged, she be­ 
came an inmate of a disorderly house. 
William Brown, a Justice of the peace, 
has the case and It is being prosecuted 
by a prominent lawyer. 
In the affidavit flied by the woman 
she alleges 
that during the month 
of last DecemWbr she gave birth to a 
child, of which, she claims. Nagel is 
the father. 
The infant, the woman 
claims, died 
when 
only 
two weeks 
old. 
Concerning the child Nagel claims 
he never knew anything at all until 
a month ago when he received a let­ 
ter from the woman demanding 
$35. 
Ile paid no attention to the letter and 
knew nothing more about the case 
until arrested. 
Ile stoutly denies his accuser's alle­ 
gations and claims 
an attempt is be­ 
ing made to blackmail him. 
The law­ 
yer prosecuting the case Is said to 
have figured In numerous ones 
In 
which extortion w*aa the object. 
He 
promised Nagel this morning that the 
charge would be withdrawn lf 
1500 
was paid. 
This was refused and a 
hearing was asked for, 
which 
was 
held this afternoon. 
It was a decided surprise to 
the 
accused young man s friends to learn 
of his trouble, though they do not be­ 
lieve him guilty. 
He Is married and 
is both prominent and respected. 
The woman that brought the charge 
against him is originally (rom Sm ith’s 
Ferry. 
Before going im Cleveland she 
worked in this city as a domestic. Her 
reputation is said to not have been of 
the best.

man. the detective delayed the arrest 
of Nagel, waiting for other develop­ 
ments. 
As soon aa the young msn 
learned the detective was after Nagel, 
he left town and Is yet missing.

They m aintain that after a ran i iii 
study of the situation and a presenta­ 
tion of argum ents those who are now 
protesting the most loudly against a 
change will see the roast) n ab I o ness of 
the demands and grant them. 
So far 
as the senate is concerned, there is no 
longer doubt us to Its present attitude, 
toe Patterson bill. which leaves the dis­ 
tricts as they are, having already bien 
Indorsed. It Is to the house, titer* fore, 
tile friends of redistricting must turn 
lf anything is to be done. The bill will 
come up there probably within the next 
ton days or two week*. 
At the outset 
the solid support of tho Democrats, or 
42 votes, can be counted upon. 
In ad­ 
dition to these but ll more need to bo 
obtained to put the measure th# Pat­ 
terson 
anti-redistricting 
measure - 
through. 
To the Democrats can be 
added the votes of iii those Repub­ 
licans who are .inowu as adm inistra­ 
tion men. Others will be guided by the 
wishes of tile congressmen in the dis­ 
tric t from which they come.

congressmen,

Democratic, are opposed th any change. 
The Daugherty aud Forager men are 
those who are asking for a change.

W ith all this the son of tile second president w as in sym pathy. H is training 
for It had begun as a boy o f 11, w hen be accom panied his father, w ho hod been 
sent on a diplom atic trip to France. 
His schooling follow ed in European 
courts and cities am o!^ em bassadors ami statesm en. As a consequence I c 
received a singular preparation for college, hut one which placed him iii the 
junior class when he entered Harvard. A fter graduation cam e the study of 
m w and then the custom ary w aiting for clients. It w as at tills period that his 
literary proclivities began to Appear, and. of course, in polem ics, as becam e the 
heir of a Puritan Un *. 
Thom as Paine’s “Highta of Man" inspired young 
Adam s to w rite an anonym ous refutation which w as by som e attributed to his 
father. The question of neutrality next enlisted his ready lien, w ith other 
topics w hich w ere then of absorbing Interest. T hese started him iii a diplo­ 
m atic carter In Holland. Prussia. R ussia and England. 
The first year o f tho new century w as that o f the publication of his "Tour 
Through Silesia.” om» of his incidental Journeys during tin* residence in En- 
ropo. 
It w as typical of th** American abroad and the forerunner of num erous 
books of travel when more Am ericana began to go Into all lands and to pub­ 
lish their Impressions, grave and otherw ise. 
It w as also Indicative of the 
w ider view of men and affairs which provincialism w as bound to take when 
rubbing elbow s w ith the nations and an antidote to separatism , isolation and 
undue conceit. In form ib is record of travel Into an out of th e w ay region w as 
a series of letters to the w riter’s brother iii Philadelphia, w ritten with the 
freedom and unreserve of fam ily correspondence. B ut an enterprising editor 
of The Portfolio saw that they would prove Interesting reading and printed 
them w ith the consent of the recipient, w ho w as doubtless proud to honor 
their author w ithout his know ledge or consent. The occurrence is a com m ent 
on the freedom of literary manners of the tim e, particularly us these letter* 
w ere carried to London and reprinted in a volum e three years later, where 
the author first saw them in print. A fterw ard they w ere published in Herman 
and French translations, revealing sundry references to persons and conversa­ 
tions that w ere intended for the eye of a single Individual in America. 
T he age of the A dam ses w as the golden age o f such productions, and tin* 
fam ily Itself w as as distinguished in this minor departm ent o f letters as in 
others. 
The correspondence of John Adam s and his accom plished w ife is au 
exam ple o f w hat m ay be attained in this inform al m ethod o f com m unication 
and Interchange of ideas. 
Iu these days the old style may not seem altogether 
Informal; neither would the m anners of the time. 
B esides, it is possible that 
In the necessity of w riting long letters and ut long intervals the w riters w ere 
not unm indful of w hat had hitherto been done In this direction. 
John Quincy A dam s’ recognition as a mau o f letters rests on proficiency in 
no single departm ent, harvard college adm itted this in appointing him to tile 
chair of rhetoric and belles lettres In 1S045. where for three years lie delivered 
lectures w hich w ere afterw ard printed and for a tim e had great repute. TUI* 
w as in the line of the oratorical com position w hich served him in his career 
as u statesm an in the legislative assem blies to w hich he w as chosen ut a later 
day and as a fram er of state papers. H is collected works, apart from his i 
diary and correspondence!, are those of a publicist rather than ot a m an u b o 
has m ade literature the pursuit of a lifetim e. 
In this lie m ay be here con- j 
trusted w ith tw o of his contem poraries. 
On the 24th of January, IS*>7. the first num ber of a paper called Salm a­ 
gundi appeared in the shop of 1>. Lungwort Ii, publisher, in the cit;, of New 
York. ’Tile first of the four articles w hich it contained announced that the 
Intention of the editors w as "to instruct th e young, reform the old. correct the 
tow n and castigate tin* age. T his is au arduous task, and therefore w e under­ 
tak e It w ith confidence. Like all true aud able editors, w e consider ourselves 
infallible, and therefore with the custom ary diffidence of our brethren of the 
quill w e shall take the lilierty o f interfering in all m atters either of a public 
or private nature.” The tow n w as fairly warned w h at to exp»*et. and they 
w ere not disappointed In their expectations. 
Luuneelot Langstaff. W illiam 
W izard aud Anthony Evergreen w ere equal to every occasion. M anners, fash­ 
ions. the theater, social assem blies, concerts, travelers, young men and 
maidens, train bands, politics aud the w eather cam e in for ii share of running 
com m ent and criticism . 
Even w ell know n citizens im agined, w ith more or 
less reason, that they were som etim es held up before the public in nam es 
painfully transparent. A large portion of the next issue would then la* devoted 
to denials and assurances us bad as the original exhibition. T he dinners of the 
G iblet fam ily, the virtues of Miss W earw ell and the eccentricities of Miss 
D asha w ay, tin* singing of D em y Sem iquaver, the federalism of U ncle John, 
the resources of the C ockloft fam ily, the career of Straddle, tin* diversions of 
Gotham, its foibles or Its follies, art* prolific them es for the occupant of the 
"Elbow Chair,” prototype of the “E asy Chair" of a w orthy successor. 
’Lolling 
in my elbow chair this fine sum m er morn, I feel m yself insensibly yielding to 
that feeling of indolence tin* season is so w ell fitted to Inspire.

It is w hen the fashionable nonsense of the tow n com es under the point of 
LangstufT* pen that m ost am usem ent Is afforded, and also th e inform ation 
that society a century ago w as not im ilke itself today. "It is highly am using 
to observe the gradation of h fam ily aspiring to style. 
W hile louting up 
against the w ind and tide they keep bow ing and flowing, as l l dBy copita ut 
says, aud absolutely overw helm you w ith their friendship and loving kind­ 
ness.

Independence of Great Britain politically had not been su ccessfu lly follow ed 
by attem pts at literary indej»endeiice. Som e clam ored for this, but their strug­ 
gles for it did not m eet their aspirations. The m aterial to work upon w as 
here In abundance in a new country, but m ethods aud style are m atters of 
grow th and inheritance rather than of discovery. C onsequently the authori 
of this early venture in the field of light literature show ed their good sen se la 
follow ing tile b est model that could tie found in the line of their undertaking 
Considering, too. th at they w ere young men aud young A m ericans they dis­ 
played more w isdom than if they hail yielded to a dem and for a purely na­ 
tional literature, w hich w as already beginning to be made. As it was, there 
w as sufficient originality in design and execution to free the enterprise from 
the charge of being a servile copy. It w as sim ply the sim ilarity of subject aud 
manner of treatm ent, to which m ust be added, in the case of the principal 
writer, a nature not unlike A ddison’s. 
T his writer, ss everybody know s, w as W ashington Irving, aud associated 
w ith him as the other chief contributor w as Jam es iv. Paulding, a cousin of 
M ajor Andre’s captor. It will be follow ing the order of developm ent to speak 
of Paulding first, for be represents the Am erican id«*u o f literary lndei>cndence 
as soon as he is w riting by him self after T he Salm agundi partnership with 
Irvlug.
